157. 
These crim inal and civil actions 
however reprcaent only a small part 
of all the arrests made In tlx* U nit­ 
ed Htates for the same period. Nearly 
four times as many more arrests were 
made by local, county arxl state » >f- 
ticiuls for violation of state and lo- 
ai » lry sta tute s, It was estim ated. 
Federal officials convicted 22,7 49 
persons in crim inal cases and secur- 
e« I a total » if $120,000 In jud gm ents 
in the civil suits. 
The population of the federal pris­ 
ons f» » r tlx* same period increased t*> 
6.395 com pared with 5,268 f» ir tlx* 
last fiscal year, H erbert II. Votaw, 
brother-in-law «>f President H arding, 
and superintendent of prisons report­ 
ed. 
The Increase was held due large­ 
ly to Increased violation of the anti- 
drug act, counterfeiting and viola* 
tion of the postal laws. 
W hite slavery Is on tlx* decrease, 
William J. Burns, head of tlx* bureau 
of investigation of the departm ent, 
report« « !. 
A total of 1,886 y» *ars in

cases prosecuted by the government

These criminal and civil actions 
however represent only a small part 
of all the arrests made in the U nit­ 
ed States for the same period, Nearly 
four times as many more arrests weiv 
made by local, county and state of­ 
ficials for violation of state and lo- 
al dry statutes, It was estimated. 
Federal officials convicted 22,749 
persons in criminal eases and secur­ 
ed a total af $120,000 In judgments 
n the civil suits. 
The population of the federal pris­ 
ons for the same period increased to 
6,395 compared wit ii 5,269 for the 
last fiscal year, Herbert ll. Votaw, 
brother-in-law of President Harding, 
and superintendent of prisons report­ 
ed. The increase was beld due large 
y to Increased violation of the anti­ 
drug act, counterfeiting and viola- 
lon of the postal laws, 
White slavery is on the decrease, 
William J, Burns, head of the bureau 
of investigation of the department, 
reported.

Records aa Exacting Melody—Zimbalist Plays an

OMEWHAT in contrast to former 
years, the new December record 
releases are not particularly rich 
in Christmas music, as such. 
But the 
program is a broad one, with plenty to 
occupy both music student and layman. 
Incidentally we welcome the relisting of 
Nellie Melba’s *‘ S evillonaf' (Fair Maid­ 
ens 
from 
Seville) 
from Massenet’s

Nowadays a program is hardly con­ 
sidered to be complete without some­ 
thing Russian and when the artist is 
also Russian, that consummates it.

I'he more nearly it holds to human interest pic­ 
tures tnat To not misrepresent conditions but ably depict them, 
while excluding such incidents as may be injurious to the youth 
o, the land, the more hope there is for a gradual improvement ol 
the moral tone of pictures. 
This must be done by the producers,

nands of officials, the people are not extending a license to the pro­ 
ducers to screen anything that they may think wins results at the 
box office. 
The people will soon decide that Mieir morals are not 
to be held cheaply by the producers and that the moral quality of 
American life must not be made a pawn in the producer's game. 
The people themselves will, in time, censor the pictures. 
Those who are in touch with the industry know that a serious 
attempt is being made not only to free pictures from scenes that 
might be justly criticized by the moral elements of society but that 
with this a demand is being made* upon the writers to submit a 
better grade of picture when judged by the standards of art and 
of educational value.

The ostrich, of ail extant birds, lays 
the largest egg in actual dimensions. 
Relatively to its size, however, the 
kiwi, a strange wingless New Zealand 
species, is the champion, with an egg 
not less than 
five inches long, al­ 
though the extreme length of the bird 
Itself Is only 27 Inches. 
The smallest birds’ eggs are those 
of tile m inuter species of humming 
birds. 
Nevertheless, the cuckoo lays 
the relatively smallest egg. 
Though 
the jackdaw and the cuckoo are of 
the same size, the former’s egg Is five 
or six times larger than the latter’s. 
The fact that the cuckoo is accus­ 
tomed to deposit its eggs in the nests 
of other birds, jsually much smaller 
than itself, doubtless accounts ,for 
tiffs phenomenon.
